2, 350 people, but that job has been 
accomplished by Dr. G. R. W il­ 
liams, physician of the Missouri 
penitentiary. 
Last week, when, on account of 
the prevalence of smallpox at vari­ 
ous places in 
Missouri, 
Warden 
Starke declared the big prison 
quarantined, 
he further decreed 
that every inmate, as well as all 
the officers, must be vaccinated 
forthwith. 
The virus was ordered and the 
work was inaugurated as soon as it 
was received. The result is a great 
crop of sore arms, not only among 
the convicts, but among the officers 
and guards. 
With no new pris­ 
oners coming in and everybody 
about the institution vaccinated, 
there is little danger of a case of 
smallpox in the prison.
